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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a backup device in case of power failure in 
an image recording apparatus. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct 
feature " means for turning the switching means off when the data which have been 
stored in both the memories immediately before power fails and all the data composing 
the two blocks to which the data belong have been recorded on the recording medium, 
to stop the recording operation ". The closest prior art, Tamaki et al (US 5,710,597) and 
Anderson et al (US 6,233,016 B1) disclose the conventional backup device of the 
camera, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitation obvious.
